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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


I herewith submit my eighth annual report as 
superintendent of schools, it being the sixteenth in 
the series of such reports. 


Three schools are now open in Effingham, the 
South Effingham School having been closed, and the 
pupils transported to Center Effingham. The property 
is well kept, as usual, and the school board looks after 
the welfare of the schools. 


The teachers are as follows: 


Center Effingham, Gladys Leavitt. 


Effingham Falls, Donald Chase, Plymouth Normal 
School. 3 

Mountain, Flora A. Charles, Plymouth Normal 

School. 

Health inspection is being directed by the school 
nurse, Helen H. Nichols. Her report as printed gives 
record of the work this year. ‘Good results were ac- 
complished last spring in the dental clinic, held under 
the care of the former nurse, Ruth S. Langille. Other 
fine clinic work was accomplished with the aid of Fed- 
eral funds. It is well that the children be kept in 
good physical condition. Milk and cod liver oil have 
been furnished for children needing health improve- 
ment. 

Parents are again reminded that children must 
be vaccinated before entering school. This should be 
done early in the summer. 

Visual Education 
The motion picture has been used this year as 
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an aid in education. Pictures have been shown about 
bananas, oranges and corn. <A picture was shown on 
Memorial Day entitled “The Heart of a Hero,” giving 
the story of Nathan Hale, the patriot spy who said 
when facing death, “I only regret that I have but one 
life to give for my country.” The historical picture 
given in the fall was well received. By help from the 
Effingham Woman’s Club a _ special emphasis was 
placed on music, a paper prepared by Mrs. Watson be- 
ing read by Miss Charles. Several citizens and for- 
mer members of the school assisted with solos and- 
orchestra selections. This spring we plan another 
picture gathering to be held at Center Effingham in 
which art will be emphasized with Mr. Perry Haines 
as the speaker. Later still we plan for another gath- 
ering when Commissioner Pringle from Concord has 
agreed to be present and speak to us. 


Adult Education 


A class in adult education has been organized this 
winter, meeting every Thursday evening at the Falls 
schoolhouse. Mr. Lorne B. Hulsman, as teacher, con- 
ducts hour classes in Current Events, Literature, and 
Business Law. These classes have been very inter- 
esting and should be well patronized. 


Improvements 
For next year we should keep in mind the beauti- 
fication of the school grounds. Shrubbery, flowers 


and shade trees add much to the beauty of the school 
grounds. 


I would make special suggestion that the build- 
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ings be equipped with electric lights. This would 
make evening gathsrings possible and would permit 
showing the motion pictures. It is difficult and 
wasteful of time to take a school out of the building 
and transport to some neighbor’s house or barn. 


The Falls school should be equipped with a new 
chemical toilet.

For the year ending June 30, 1934, we had an 
average attendance of 53, an average membership of 
55, and a percent of attendance of 95%.
